Columbus, Aug. l l . —Ohio’s pre-pri- 
imary campaign closes 
tonight with 
final rallies at several points in the 
state and tomorrow the voters will 
select the candidates to 
enter 
the 
final contest in the fall elections. 
Straws by which 
the 
forecasters 
usually predict results 
are 
lacking, 
owing to the unusually large field of 
candidates for all the offices to be 
filled and the multiplicity of issues 
which 
have 
run in cross currents 
throughout the entire campaign. 
The 
governorship, with eight Republican 
And two Democratic eandiuates seek­ 
ing nomination, is the big prize, 
And 
as is usually Hie case when the can­ 
didates enter m e sn e ic u in the race, 
headquarters of eacli of the leading 
contenders tairly radiated confidence. 
Active campaigns of 
ail candidates 
were practically completed Saturday 
night. 
th e campaign as a whole has been 
a clean one with little of mud slinging 
lag and but little bitterness over per­ 
sonalities or issues. 
However, warn­ 
ings were issued at various headquar­ 
ters, directing the voter to beware of 
last minute roorbacKa aud to slick to 
the ship to the end. 
Last m inute bickerings between the 
rival gubernatorial camps developed 
when Jam es A. White denounced sup­ 
porters of tonner Governor H arry L. 
Davis as being in reality backers of

E. Harper of the public welfare de­ 
partm ent says it is a serious question 
whether or not the 1,093 acres of land 
purchased two years ago near Graf­ 
ton, in Lorain county, could ever be 
used for the purpose for which it was 


intended. 
in a letter to Governor Donahey 
Director H arper explains why no part 
of 
the 
available 
appropriation 
of 
$715,000 has been 
expended. 
This 
land was purchased two years ago by 
former Welfare Director H. S. Mac- 
Ayeal at a total cost of $179,750 as a 
site for the proposed new state insti­ 
tution for the 
insane 
in northern 
Ohio. 
Admitting that the institution 
is 
badly 
needed, 
Director 
Harper 
cited the many attem pts to secure an 
adequate water supply for such an 
institution as was proposed at Graf­ 
ton, all without any result. 
Failing to locate water on tile farm 
itself Director H arper 
held 
several 
conlerenees with Elyria city officials 
iu the hope that water, suiiicient to 
answ er the needs of such an institu­ 
tion 
as 
was 
proposed 
at 
Graitou, 
could be purchased. 
"But after in­ 
vestigation,

conference with 
the servile director and waterworks 
board in Elyria, I find they have Bub

Bethel, arid in the year 846 it was 
taken to Scone, in Scotland, from 
Tara, home of the Irish kings.

the Scottish kings were crowned on 
it until 1290, when Edward the First 
of England had it brought to West­ 
minster, where all the British sov­ 
ereigns have since been crowned. 
The Scotsmen admit that, in view­ 
ing the stone, one gets a lot of his­ 
tory for a “saxpence.” 
Nevertheless, 
they want parliament to prevail upon 
the W estminster clergy to permit the 
public to view the “Stone of Destiny** 
for nothing, or send it home to Scot­ 
land, where it belongs.

A good old “London particular,” as 
I The worst kind of fog is familiarly 
called over there, not only wets the 
• windows but stains them, and is the 
J death of very sensitive plants. Flower 
lovers bemoan the fact that some of 
the finest of the rare orchids blooming, 
for instance, at Kew, perish in such a 
fog. 
The plant may live, but the ex­ 
quisite blooms are lost for a year.

Washington headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographic society. 
“Sao Paulo, the city, is the pros­ 
perous and beautiful capital of the 
richest of Brazil’s 20 states. 
The city 
has half a million people. 
The state 
of Sao Paulo is larger than all New 
England and Pennsylvania combined, 
It 
comprises only 
one-thirty-second 
part of Brazil’s vast area, hut con­ 
tains 
one-eighth 
of 
the 
country s 
population. 
“To the visitor It seems as if the 
state had two major products, coffee 
and—statistics! 
Its aggregate acre­ 
age of coffee trees exceeds the com­ 
bined areas of Delaware and Rhode 
Island. 
There are more than seven 
coffee trees In the state for every man, 
woman and child in the United States. 
At SO cents a pound, the world pays 
Sao Paulo about $340,OOO,(XX) annual­ 
ly for her 1,135,000,000 pounds of cof­ 
fee produced. 
As a specialized whole­ 
sale grocery her coffee business is 
only to be compared with Cuba’s sugar 
crop. 
“Geography, religion and romance 
are strangely blended in Sno Paulo’s 
coffee. 
Solomon, for all his wisdom, 
overlooked a potential source of great 
wealth, for coffee is generally be­ 
lieved to hr ve originated in Abyssinia, 
where Solomon’s descendants reign to 
this day. 
It was not introduced Into 
Brazil until 1723.

“A Portuguese sailor was the Cap­ 
tain John Smith of Sao Paulo. 
He 
married tile South American Poca­ 
hontas, daughter of the chieftain Ti-

credited founders of the state, and 
when they celebrated their first mass 
on the anniversary of the conversion 
of St. Paul they named the country 
for that apostle.

“Curiously enough, coffee rules in 
Brazil, while two indigenous South 
American crops, corn and the ‘Irish’ 
potuto, are mainstays In North Amer­ 
ica.

modern, so much so that some of the 
I social and engineering projects were 
put into effect there while they were 
stHI ‘paper programs’ in North Amer­ 
ica. 
“For years now, when a new school­ 
house is built in Sao Paulo, the school 
physicians have passed upon Hie light­ 
ing, the kinds of seats to be used and 
other hygienic details. 
Indeed, they 
must even approve the tyj>e and Its 
pnacfn* In textbooks before they ar* 
adopted!

in Preventing Damage 
Done by Worms. 


The common white grubs, also called 
grub worms,” are one stage of the 
moderately large brown beetle known 
as May beetle or June bug. The adult 
beetle feeds on the larvae of such trees 
as oak, ash, hickory, poplar, elm, wil­ 
low, walnut, locust and hackberry. 
The parent beetle emerges from the 
earth in the spring and de|*osits eggs 
In the soil from one to five inches deep 
and usually near grass or weed roots. 
The eggs are laid in May and June 
and hatch in about two weeks. 
Tbs 
young grubs hatching from the eggs 
are very small and for a while feed on 
organic or slightly decayed vegetable 
m atter In the soil. 
Later these grubs 
will attack the roots of grasses or agri­ 
cultural crops which happen to be 
growing in the field. 
Feed Near Surface. 
During the growing season for vege­ 
tation and active season of the Insects,* 
the grubs feed near the surface of the; 
soil. At the approach of cold weather, 
the grubs begin to burrow downward 
to avoid freezing. 
Most of the common June bugs spend 
three years in developing from the egg 
to the adult beetle. The grubs usually 
change to the adult sometime during j 
the second or third fall of their life 
period. 
1 
The native food of the white grub Is 
grass roots in tile meadow or pasture. 
< Tops planted on sod land usually 
suffer severely from the attack of 
hordes of grubs for a period of two to 
three years. 
The white grub as a pest is increas­ 
ing its damage to wheat In several lo­ 
calities. One of the best control raea»s- 
ures where wheat Is to lie grown is to 
summer fallow, that is, to plow the 
wheat land as soon as possible after 
harvest. 
(This is also a control for 
the Hessian fly.) 
Disk and harrow the 
ground frequently and prepare a Arm 
seed lied. Starve the white grub. 
Rotation Is Favored. 
Rotation of crops is of great impor­ 
tance In avoiding damage by grub 
worms. 
Beetles do not prefer to de­ 
posit eggs in fields of alfalfa, clover, 
corn, strawberries, beans or potatoes. 
Small grains are usually less attacked 
til an other crops except wheat. 
W here practical, pasture the Infest­ 
ed fields with swine. 
Fall plowing, 
previous to the grubs going deep into 
the ground, will help to rid the soil of 
many worms. Plow deep.—W. E. Jack­ 
son, Department of Entomology, Okla­ 
homa A. and M. College.

Suggestions on Picking 
Corn to Save for Seed 
■ 
In selecting the kind of corn to save 
for seed, a great deal depends upon 
the corn plant itself. If our seed com 
is selected iii the bin alone, this im­ 
portant fact is lost sight of. 
Now, most good growers save seed 
corn from the good early-maturing 
plants, as they are shucking out the 
corn af harvest. 
The ears from these 
superior plants are thrown into a box 
at the front of the wagon, and are kept 
separately, so that they will have th* 
best of opportunities to dry quickly. 
Then, in the winter, these growers se­ 
lect out the types of ears they want 
for seed. 
In this way their seed ears 
are all of the right type ann very good 
plants. 
Seed ears should come from medium­ 
sized plants, which stand UP straight 
and which show good evidences of ant- 
taring early. 
These plants .mould bs 
free from suckers aud should he In av­ 
erage conditions a* regards soil, mois­ 
ture, feed and light. 
Ears should bo 
heavy and of medium fair size.—Waldo 
Kidder, Extension Agronomist, Colo­ 
rado Agricultural College.

Is probable, also, that tills bending of 
radio waves in the uir may help to 
explain the “fading” and “swinging" 
of rudio signals. 


Improve Clover Yields 
by Use of Crop Rotation 
A m an’s ability as a farm er may w*ll 
be judged by Mr clover fields, think 
workers of the Ohio experiment eta 
tion. 
Large fields of heavy-y Isl ding 
clover Invariably indicate a good ro ta­ 
tion and intelligent soil conservation. 
In order to get a good stand of 
clover, good seed well Inoculated is the 
first consideration, say the Ohio men. 
Then use lime and phosphoric acid if 
the soil needs them. 
Finally, provide 
an abundance of vegetable m atter In 
tile soil by using a short rotation. 
The Ohio experiment station started 
cropping a 40-acre field used for va­ 
riety testing in 1894. 
The first ten 
years the field was given one applica­ 
tion of manure for each rotation. Then 
the rotation was shortened one year by 
dropping the timothy while limestone 
and acid phosphate were added to tin* 
application of manure. 
As a result of the improved treat­ 
ment of the soil, the clover yield in­ 
creased 
133 
p*r cent. Corn yields 
climbed from 48 to 74 bushels; oats! 
from 48 to 61 bushels, wheat from 21 I 
to 33 bushels, and clover bay from 1.5 
tons to 3.5 tons.
